MISSIONS IN THE HOME. 

When we think of Home Missions we 
usually call to mind the far West wiih its 
prairies, cowboys, and mining camps, or 
the South and the schools and churchcs 
fur the colored people ; but do we not 
sometimes uverlook that mission-field 
which líes within oiir own doors ? 

The following illustrations may help us 
to see the point morè clearly ; 

"Two young married women moved to 
the same town within a few monlhs of 
each other. One morning one of these 
ladies went to see a miníster's wife in the 
town. 

** 'I want to talk to you about my cook,' 
she saíd. 'I am trying to get her to Sun- 
day-school. She has taken a prejudice 
against our school, and so I am looking 
about íjt a nice class for her somewhere 
else, Do you thtnk you conld find a 
ptace for her?' 

"After some consultation the miníster's 
wife thought she could. 

" 'Well, then,' said the visitor, 'I will 
bring her arouud myself next Sunday 
afternoon, so that she wlil have no excu^e. 
To teli the truth, I am morè enthusiastic 
about it than she is.' 

"The other young married woman had 
a little nurse-girl in her household. Both 
she and her husband were professing 
Christians. The wife taught a Sunday- 

school class, which she was at pains to 
entcrtain at her house one afternoon in 
each week. The little nurse-girl wascaTe- 
fiilly watched over in many respects, and 
she was so on devoted to her ruistress. 
But alas! Sunday caine and went and 
Molly ne ver appeared at church or Sun- 
day-school. She was questioned, and her 
mother appealed to ; but it seemed to be 
the deltberate plan in that Christian house- 
hold to allow her du ties to be so arranged 
as to keep her away from all religió un 
services. Finally, after many inonths, it 
was promised that on every other Sunday 
she shoul ï be frec to go once to church."

One day the 
Methodist minister of the town stopped 
on the street to ask the cook in this family, 
who was his parishioner, why she did not 
come to church, The giri's face clouded. 

" 'I can't get off,' she said ; 'we always 
have a big breakfast on Sunday s and a 
fine dinner. All ihe young gentiemen are 
home then, and we have thirtgs extra nice. 
So I can't get away.' "
